"I believe the best prac¬ 
tice would be to offer the 
position to Ron Tripp," said 
Martin. 

Tripp has been at the top 
post for a year-and-a-half 
and has earned the respect 
and confidence of his man¬ 
agement team, town 
employees and other offi¬ 
cials across the region, said 
the mayor. 

Prior to taking over as 
interim CAO, Tripp was the 
Town's director of infra¬ 
structure services. 

Martin said council's 
decision to go back into the 
marketplace is not the right 
decision, as this position 
needs to be filled perma¬ 
nently so the municipality 
can continue with its busi- 

"In my opinion, and I 
advised by council col¬ 
leagues, that this is not fair 
play, this is not the quality 
of life that we promote in 
Fort Erie," said Martin. 

"It is completely unpro¬ 
fessional to ignore a loyal, 
capable and respected pro¬ 
fessional like Ron Tripp," he

He feels Martin issuing 
this statement is an attempt 
to publicly embarrass dis¬ 
credit certain members of 
council. 

"I find the mayor's con¬ 
duct reprehensible and his 
actions have seriously erod¬ 


ed the basis of trust that is 
essential among elected 
officials," said Steckley. 

He says that every mem¬ 
ber of council has the best 
interest of Greater Fort Erie 
at heart and that their job is 
always taken seriously. 

"For mayor Martin to 
imply that his decision is 
the only decision is disre¬ 
spectful to those on the 
opposing side and is more 
representative of a dictator¬ 


ship, than a democracy." 

When asked about 
Steckley's claim that he has 
crossed a line, Martin quick¬ 
ly said he feels he hasn't. 

"I don't believe I've bro¬ 
ken any confidentiality rules 
at all," said Martin on 
Thursday. 

He said that when Tripp 
first applied for the posi¬ 
tion, it was public knowl¬ 
edge. 

Martin feels this issue 


should have concluded 
many months ago, therefore 
he has removed himself 
from the selection commit- 

"I'll be available for the 
final vote, but I'm not going 
to be spending any more 
time on the process." 

Ward 4 Coun. John Hill 
has also expressed his con¬ 
cern on Martin's decision, 
to speak publicly about a 
candidate while also remov¬ 


ing his name from the selec¬ 
tion committee. 

"This council realizes the 
responsibility it has to the 
taxpayers of Fort Erie and 
work diligently at putting 
the interests of the residents 
in the forefront. In these 
trying times, it is critical 
more than ever for this 
council to come together in 
a co-operative spirit, so as 
to move the interests of Fort 
Erie forward," said Hill.

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Racetrack officials still trying to get race dates for 2013

The Fort Erie Race Track 
will operate until at least 
March 31, according to Jim 
Thibert, chief executive 
officer of the Fort Erie Live 
Racing Consortium. 

That’s three more months 
to try to prevent the 115- 
year-old border oval from 
becoming just a footnote in 
history. 

The consortium’s board 
voted in June to perma¬ 
nently close the track by the 
end of the year. 

But when reached for 
comment Monday, Thibert 
said: “Dec. 31 is iways the 
date of our contract for the 
past three years, and when 
the Ontario Lottery (and 
Gaming) Corporation said 
they were pulling the slots 
they indicated that they 
would pay all the racetracks 
until March 31,” he said. 

“We asked them how 
would this affect our con¬ 
tract in Fort Erie because 
it’s over Dec. 31. They said, 
'We are going to treat you 
the same as everyone else 
so you will be able to oper¬ 
ate until March 31.”' 

Live racing at the track 
concluded for the season 
Oct. 29. 

During the next three 
months, track officials, who 
issued layoff notices to most 
of its employees in August, 
will try to garner much 
needed support from the 
Horse Racing Industry 
Transition Panel, a govern¬ 
ment appointed group cre¬ 
ated to help create a sus¬ 
tainable horse racing indus¬ 
try for the future. 

“We have filed everything 
we need to do to be consid¬ 
ered for the panel as part of 
the new industry alliance 
and we’ve submitted our 
financials,” said Thibert. 
“They are into analyzing 
our past performance and 
business model now.” 

In October, the panel — 
made up of three former 
Liberal, Conservative and 
NDP politicians studying 
the horse racing industry in 
Ontario — released a report 
recommending changes to 
the industry, such as pro¬ 
viding it with an unspeci¬ 
fied amount of public 
money. 

At the time, Thibert and 
Fort Erie officials voiced 


frustrations with a couple of 
the panel's suggestions, 
including slashing thor¬ 
oughbred race dates at Fort 
Erie to 30 from 78 and for 
Ajax Downs to take on Fort 
Erie’s thoroughbred dates 
should the facility close. 

Despite that, track offi¬ 
cials hope to convince the 
panel to include Fort Erie in 
its future plans. According 
to Mayor Doug Martin, a 
track-saving proposal was 
submitted to die panel Dec. 


3. 

"What the panel is trying 
to do is create an industry, 
there really has been no 
industry, there’s 17 tracks 
and five different organiza¬ 
tions and everybody is 
independent and yet we are 
talking about the need to 
support an industry that 
sustains 60,000 people,” 
said Thibert. 

“If you are going to do 
that you need to have some 
consistency, some common 


goals to have some type of 
working collaboration, co¬ 
operation... and that’s what 
the panel said. 

“We supported 99.9% of 
their recommendations. We 
are looking forward to get¬ 
ting into negotiations with 
them to operate for many 
more years.” 

Track officials also con¬ 
tinue to speak with poten¬ 
tial investors who have an 
interest in the property. 

“We've got about three 


opportunities (come) for¬ 
ward in the last few months, 
but it’s a question of com¬ 
ing to a reasonable price,” 
said Thibert. “Selling the 
track is not a requirement 
to race, it would just help 
because it shows the poten¬ 
tial for new investment. 

"We just don’t want 
somebody to come up and 
buy the track and do the 

body to buy the track and 
spend tens, if not hundreds 


of millions of dollars in 
ancillary development.” 

Despite the uncertain 
future of the track, Thibert 
said the consortium has 
applied for 76 thorough¬ 
bred race dates and five 
quarter-horse race dates in 
2013.
